Reformed Congregation Consecrates 


. Edifice at Imlertown. 


The beautilul Reformed Church at 
Imlertown was consecrated last Sun- 
day morning to the worship of God 
and' the service of man-. At 9 o'clock 
the large bell, weighing half a ton, 
was rung the first time for service, 
and r when an hour later its clear, 
sweet tones again echoed over the 
hills and valleys, the church was not 
only Crowded, but many could not 
gain-admittance. The pastor was as- 
sisted'.for a former pastor, Rev. C. S. 
Stover of Meyersdale, and Rev. A. F. 
Nace of Juniata, Stated Clerk of Juni- 
ata Classis. The invocation was of- 
fered and the "scripture lesson read 
by the pastor, and the sermon preach- 
ed by Rev. C. S. Stover who spoke of 
the. Christian Church as a mother, 
emphasizing the relation of love, on 
the one hand, and gratitude and ser- 
vice on the other, which should exist 
between the mother and her children. 
After the sermon an effort was made, 
under the able direction of Rev. A. F. 
Nace, to raise the money yet needed 
to pay for the church and in response 
to the appeals over $1,400 was laid 
on the altar—almost $1,000 m cash 
and the balance in pledges. The cost 
of the church was about $4,700 and 
there yet remains only about $200 to 
be paid. 


The church is a substantial red- 


brick structure 
36x52 feet. 
The 
stained-glass 
windows and 
wood 


work designs are of Gothic arched. 
The color scheme of walls, ceiling, 
carpet, etc., is green and tan. The 
pulpit furniture, consisting of read- 
ing 'desk, pulpit, altar and two large 
leather-cushioned chairs, is of heavy, 
carved, quartered oak. The pews are 
also of oak. The seating capacity is 
300. 
The elevated floor affords a 


view of the platform from all parts of 
the church. The building is heated 
by furnace. 


The old church was built in 1861- 


62, and was torn down February 27, 
1910. 
The corner stone of the pres- 
ent structure was laid on Easter Sun- 
day. 
The building committee, to 


whom great credit is due, consists of 
Grant G. Dibert, David F. Shunk and 
Elmer E. Koontz. 
The contractor 


was Grant G. Blankney of Everett. 
Post dedicatory services were held 


on Sunday, Monday and Tuesday 
evenings, the sermons being preached 
by Revs.

'DISEASE OP CHESTNUT TREES 


Jffort "Should Be Made to Prevent 


t 
""?/<" -.;!, Spreading^ 
,, 


Within t*Se past few'Vears ,an en- 


tirely new Disease of the common 
chestnut "tree has appeared. It is evi- 
dently, spreading in all directions 
from the neighborhood of New York 
Jity where it was first observed. ' On 
,ong Island, Southern Connecticut 
and Northern New Jersey it has 
proved so virulent that nearly all the 
chestnut trees are affected, and many 
of them have already died. 


In Pennsylvania it is quite abun- 


dant throughout the eastern counties, 
but in the central and western por- 
:ions of the state it is still either 
acking or but sparingly distributed, 
jike all other plant diseases it doubt- 
ess has its limitations and it is not 
ikely that it will thrive in all sec- 
tions where the chestnut tree grows. 
It is not unlikely that it may have 
already nearly reached the limit of 
ts extension. 


However that may be, it is well 


worth the attention of all who have 
chestnut trees or timber. A strong 
effort should be made to arrest the 
progress of the disease so soon as it 
appears. 
This is not specially diffi- 


cult; and now, before the leaves fall, 
s the time to do it. When a tree is 
attacked and becomes infected the 
fungus rapidly spreads in the bark 
and growing wood of twigs and 
>ranches. It progresses so fast that 
these parts in larger or small patches 
are soon disorganized, killed and 
somewhat 
shrunken. 
The 
leaves 


which depend upon these parts for 
their water and food supply wither 
and shrivel, but do not fall. 
These 


twigs or branches with their attached 
dead leaves are very plainly seen ia 
contrast with the natural ones and 
mark the presence of this particular 
disease. 
Of course, branches may 


die from other causes, particularly 
attacks of boring insects, and me- 
chanical breakage, but the difference 
is not difficult to detect. 


If during the next six weeks a care- 


ful examination is made for this dis- 
ease, particularly west of the Susque- 
hanna, and in sections not yet known 
to be infected, it is probable that it 
can be arrested and even entirely pre- 
vented. 


Affected limbs should be cut off 


well below the dead wood and burn- 
ed. Any trees, the trunks of which 
are diseased, should be cut down and 
the bark and branches burned. 
The 


wood could be used for any purpose 
desired; it will not spread the "dis- 
ease. 


While the State Forestry Depart- 


ment is personally directing work of 
this kind it behooves every individual 
to exert himself immediately, and co- 
operate for the common good. With- 
in the sections named complete con- 
trol or destruction of this chestnut 
disease seem assured if proper effort 
is made.

Oil of the Porpoise. 


The porpoises kiJ'ed hi winter are 


the fattest and produce most oil. The 
largest size measure about seven feet 
in length, five feet in girth and weigh 
about 300 pounds. 
Such a porpoise 


yields from six to seven gallons of oil. 
The blubber of a big porpoise weighs 
about 100 pounds and is one .and u 
half Inches thick in summer and two 
in winter. The jaws of the porpoise 
yield a superior quality of oil. When 
bung up in the sun it readily dri|>« 
away into cans provided for the pur- 
pose, the quantity of oil thus procur- 
ed, however, being not more than hali 
a pint to the jaw. The oil from the 
blubber gives an excellent light and i>. 
in demand along the coast for light- 
house use. It has no offensive odor.

RIGHT HAND RULE. 


The Way It Is Applied In Driving and 


In Navigation. 


London's drivers, sitting on the right 


side of the driver's seat, turn to the 
left. 
\A"hyV 
in order that looking 


down at the right side of the vehicle 
they may gauge to a fraction of au 
inch the hubs of a vehicle meeting 
them. In the United States the driver 
still preserves the right side of the 
seat aud in turning to the right of the 
roadway has the least knowledge of 
where his hubs may be in passing. 


But in international navigation the 


right hand rules always obtain. It is 
the narrow channel winding into a 
port where the extremest of emphasis 
is laid upon the vessel keeping to star- 
board, no matter how many crooks and 
turns and loops the channel may make. 


This was illustrated in a collision on 


the Whangpoo river, in China, when 
the Pekin and the Norinandie collided. 
The Norinandie was descending the 
stream, keeping to starboard. 
The 


Pekin 
was ascending the channel, 


keeping to its starboard. At a sharp 
turn, in the channel the two boats 
collided. The Pekin's master declared 
that owing to the sharp bend in the 
river it was a "crossing" case, in which 
the Normandie was to blame. 


In the house of lords, however, it 


was held that the right of any channel 
of any degree of sinuosity lay at the 
right of the channel's center; that, 
therefore, when the Pekin failed to 
observe the rule ha the sharp bend and 
"cut across" it became an offender 
against the law and must pay dam- 
ages.—Chicago Tribune.

HILL RAPS EXTRAVAGANCE 


New York's Former Governor Warns 


of PUblic Danger. 


Former Governor David B. Hill re- 


turned to his old home in Elmira the 
other day to spend a week with his 
friends, for the first time in four 
years, and 
spoke. at the Chemung 


county fair grounds in the afternoon 
to a large audience. In part he said: 


"One of the dangers that confront 
the country today is the already in- 
creased and still increasing expendi- 
tures of government in nation 
and 
state. 
Good 
old-fashooned economy 
seems to have been abandoned, and 
wild schemes of every character are 
being substituted in its stead. •> The ex- 
tent to which official 
salaries have 
been increased in both state and na- 
tion is appalling, and the end is not 
yet. The country cannot long stand 
such reckless legislation and, in my 
opinion, it is high time to call a 
halt." 
He then criticised severely the me- 
thods of "indirect taxation," saying it 
makes no difference in the result so 
long as the money comes out of pock- 
ets, and he pointed out that the ex- 
pense of the state government for the 
fiscal year was $34,494,429.69, while, 
under his administration, the heaviest 
expenses were a little over $14,000,000 
a year. 


The Wintering of Bees 


State Zoologist Surface replied as 


tollows to a beekeeper, who wrote to 
linn concerning his colonies of bees: 


"Your hive of bees which makes 


comb but does not fill it with honey, 
needs to be fed. They, of course/find 
it nepessaiy to make the comb before 
they can store honey. They make the 
comb about the time of the hone} 
flow there. 
You will not be able to 


carrj them through the winter if you 
do not feed them. Your cheapest and 
best food is white sugar dissolved in 
water. It you wish to stimulate b'ees 
to increase in numbers, and make a 
stiong colony of young bees for win- 
teiing well, it is advisable to use two 
pai ts of water and one part sugar, 
and feed about one-half pint of this 
to the bees each evening, continuing 
this for a month. 
This will give an 


artificial nectar flow, which will make 
the bees increase rapidly. 


"If your colony is strong, and you 


merely want to feed them for winter 
stores, it is sufficient to use equal 
parts of sugar and water, and give 
them anj amount 5*011 desire at any 
one time 
When they have taken up 


enough to make the total weight of 
their stores about thirty pounds, they 
will have enough for the winter. This 
is called feeding for winter stores, 
and where so much is fed at once it 
does not build up-a strong colony like 
feeding for increase or stimulation 
does. If you feed slowly to stimulate 
the increase of bees, you should be 
sure that they have at least thirty 
pounds in the hive when the cold 
weather sets in and the bees are 
ready tor winter. 


"The sugar can be dissolved in hot 


water, and the syrup allowed to cool 
before feeding. It should not be fed 
hot, as this will injure the bees. 


"It will be all right to delay your 


feeding tor stores until about the 
time of the first frost which kills the 
blossoms, or even after that, as there 
is a possibility that the fall flowers 
may turnish enough nectar to carry 
the bees through the winter."

We have no lesson assigned from 


chapter xxiii, but let us not fall to 
note the summing up of the religion 
of the Pharisees as seen and judged 
by the Judge of all the earth, "All 
their works they do for to be seen of 
man." 
Our lives are lived, from our 


standpoint, either before people for 
their approval or before God for His 
approval only. The latter is the only 
true way to live, according to II Tim. 
11, 15, but it is to be feared that many 
a preacher has more regard for the 
approval of his congregation than for 
the approval of God. Let such con- 
sider the eight woes of this chapter, 
and the time to which the "Ull" or 
"until" of verse 39 points, along with 
Luke xxi, 24, and Rom. xl, 25.

Senator Grlm's second 
week of 


campaigning was less strenuous than 
tbe first, because there were no moun- 
tains to climb, like those encountered 
in Fayette, Westmoreland and Som- 
erset counties. But he was kept quite 
as busy among the Democrats of north- 
eastern Pennsylvania as in the south- 
western group. He started at Wilkes- 
Barre on Tuesday morning, and after 
a day of efficient work ran up to Wy- 
oming county for the county fair on 
Wednesday. His reception there was 
most cordial and enthusiastic. In the 
evening he ran over to Montrose, Sus- 
quehanna county, where a splendid 
reception was tendered him. 


Splendid Work In Bradford. 


Thursday was a red-letter day in 


the campaign. Early in the morning 
the candidates visited the great fair 
at Athens and spent most of the day 
among the thrifty farmers who reside 
in that section of plenty as wall as 
promise. It is one of the great fairs 
of the state, and while the people take 
just pride in their agricultural pro- 
ducts they have greater reason to be 
proud of their Intellectual progress. In 
the midst of a community of thinkers 
the calm and rational utterances of 
both Grim and Greevy made a pro- 
found impression. In the evening they 
held a splendid meeting at Towanda, 
where, within the shadow of the grave 
of David Wilmot, one of the first and 
greatest tariff reformers of. the coun- 
try, the Democratic candidates reveal- 
ed the iniquities of the present tariff 
law and the profligacies of both the 
national and state governments.

Colonel Roosevelt, whose ambition 


turns his face once more in the direc- 
tion of the White House, aims at be- 
coming the chief of a party populistic, 
progressive and powerful, which will 
trustfully follow him and bestow upon 
him at least eight years more of presi- 
dential power, a power practically un- 
curbed. 


President Taft has been only in of- 
fice eighteen months, and already he 
hears the thunder ot the hoots of the 
steed of destiny which is bearing the 
rough-riding Caesar to his goal. Au- 
dacity, always audacity, is what wins 
the great prizes for the Napoleons and 
Cromwells, and turning over the les- 
sons of history in his mind during the 
long nights in the hot African jungle. 
Theodore Roosevelt resolved upon his 
plan, to be the dictator of America, 
the champion of the populace aga nst 
the plutocrats, and hold almost unlim- 
ited power through the mandate of 
the masses. 
Similarly did Julius Caesar, another 
many-sided man, plot out his career, 
in Gaul, walking at the head of his 
legions under the rain, swimming its
